BOY SHOOTS SELF THROUGH 
SHOULDER, POLICE CONTEND 

Lad Says He Was Shot From the Ohio 
Side of River Bat Powder Burns 
Tell PoUee Different Tale. 

Allle Downs, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ben Downs ,of West Third street, wns 
shot through the left shoulder while 
on the river bank near the wharfboat 
about 6:30 o'clock last night The lad 
Is not seriously wounded. 

At first young Downs contended 
that he was walking along the river 
bank when he heard the report of a 
gun from the Ohio Hide of the river, 
he then felt a stinging sensation In 
his left shoulder and realized that he 
was shot. Investigations by the police 
however, disclose that the shot was 
not fired from the Ohio side of the 
river for there are powder burns on 
the boy's coat showing that he was 
shot at close range. 

Investigations by the police disclose 
that the lad had an old revolver nnd 
they have reached the conclusion that 
he went to the river bank to try out 
the weapon and In trying It accidently 
shot himself. Downs stoutly denies 
this conclusion of the police saying 
he had no recolver with him at the 
time of the accident. The gun could 
not be found and the police think it 
was tossed into the river to escape 
prosecution for carrying a deadly 
weapon.

AFTER MOTHER HAD 
REPROVED HER 

Former Lewis Connty Girl Kills Her. 
self at South Portsmouth 
When Mother GUM Her 
On Note. 

Brooding ovor admonitions given by 
her mother late In the afternoon con- 
cerning u letter she had written to a 
boy, and over somo money matters is 
thought to have caused Julia Olndys 
Sparks, 13 year old duughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Sparks of Fast Ports- 
mouth, formerly of ("rum, Lewis coun- 
ty, to take her Ufa by sending a bullet 
from a .32 caliber revolver through 
her heart about 6 o'clock while the re- 
mainder of the family was at the eve- 
ning meal. The parents and friends 
are at loss to account for any other 
motlvo and the letter the young girl 
left bears out the motive advanced. 

The parents are grief stricken over 
the girl's rash act and today the moth- 
er was in a serious condition, a physi- 
cian being in almost constant attend- 
ance at the bedside. She Is uncon- 
scious at times, the stale of coma be- 
ing brought on by her hysterical con- 
dition of last night. 

The young girl had no doubt 
thought over the suicide for several 
hours for she had carefully written 
the noto before sending the bullet 
through her heart. The note was 
taken by neighbors shortly after the 
shooting. In It the young girl ex- 
plained where she bad obtained some 
chnnge she had in her possession and 
which her mother had questioned her 
about. 

She also told her complete plans for 
taking her life and how she went Into 
Mr. Burton's bedroom and got his gun. 
She bade "good-bye" to her father and 
mother and Mr. Burton.

State offlclulH have notl- 
flod the Hlologlcal Survey of the 
United Stated Department of Agricul- 
ture that In Minnesota, alone hunters 
report 2,058,400 ducks killed In 1919. 
As each of these birds may bo consid- 
ered to have a food valuo of at least 
75 cents, the total return from thorn 
In food to this one atato was about $1,- 
600,000. If it had been possible to sell 
theso birds, they would have brought 
twice that amount. The great value of 
game to tho country Is thus made evi- 
dent 

That the passage and enforcement 
of tho law preventing spring shooting 
and marketing of migratory game 
birds Is now producing excellent re- 
sults 4s pointed out by officials of the 
Biological Survey. Wlthotu such re- 
strictions they say tho game birds not 
only would be greatly reduced In Dum- 
ber! but in many Instances would be 
brought nenr extinction. The Dlolg- 
lenl Survey, which is charged with the 
enforcement of the Kedcroi law and 
regulations protecting migrator)' 
birds, Is receiving reports from all 
sections of the country showing that 
with the protection now enjoyed by 
the birds, their numbers are increas- 
ing each year, and that they are re- 
turning in spring to numerous breed- 
ing grounds which they have desert- 
ed for several years. 

In addition to the food value of the 
game thus assured by continued pro- 
tection, the restrictions on shooting 
made by the law tend to perpetuate 
hunting as n sport. This has a recre- 
ational value through outdoor pursuit 
In building up the physical health and 
strength of the more than 7,000,000 
hunters In the United States who go 
out with the guns every fall.
